GENERALISSIMO IN NANKING | 


General Chiang Kai-shek’s arrival 
‘at Nanking will naturally teed to, 
close conference with General Liu 
Hslang who has come from Szechuan 
where the development of the 
Communist menace has caused in- 
tensified anxiety. General Chiang 
Kai-shek will, no doubt, discus the 
situation with the Provincial Com- 
mander in very complete fashion. The 
importance of making provision to 
deal with the infiltration of retreating 
Communists trom Kiangsi into Sze- 
chuan has already been emphasized. 
1t is understood that General Chiang 
Kai-shek’s visit to the Capital is 
directly prompted by his desire to| 
altend the meeting of the Central 
Executive Committee of the Kuo-| 
mintang fixed for December 10. In- 
identally he will probably take 
sdvantage of the stay in Nanking to 
receive dental attention of which he| 
is said to be greatly in need. ‘The| 
report of the Peking medical ad-| 
visers on his health is stated to have| 
drawn attention to that requirement 
which will be duly met, if the busy| 
Generalissimo can fit ihe requisite| 
appointments with the dentist into 
his always crowded programme. 
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CO-OPERATION 


‘The article appearing on another 
page dealing with the personality of 
the Mayor of Tsingtao, who is doing 
such excellent work for the com- 
‘munity whose affairs he administers, 
makes passing reference to the Ane 
degree of co-operation between the 
Chinese and foreign communities of 
the port as a result of which so 
happy a state of affairs exists there. 
Foreign residents bear eloquent 
testimony to that fact, and the im- 
pression is gained that it is as much 
due to the desire of the Chinese to 
accommodate the foreigner as it is 
of the foreigner to accommodate 
himself to the Chinese. In other 
words, there is a mutuality of en- 
deavour in existence providing “an 
object lesson of the greatest passible 
value. ‘There ‘are some who suggest 
that ‘failure to. insist upon all. the 
treaty rights accorded the foreign 
community in Tsingtao, or rather 
the allowance of them to go by de- 
fault constitutes a very large con- 
‘tribution fo the general good of the 
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port as a whole. That may indeed 
be s0; but those who regard the de- 
fault ' with regret at this juncture 
may be rightly criticized for living 
too much in the past and failing (0 
pay adequate attention to the facts 
‘of to-day. The fact is that the 
failure to’ apply some of the provi- 
sions drawn up at Washington arises 
from lack of agreement between 
foreign communities over certain 
points. In other cases for one reason 
‘or another the foreigners failed to 
implement those provisions, which 
never having been enforced kave now 
fallen into complete disuetude, Had 
they insisted upon all their rights 
their position might have been no 
better or no worse than it is at 
present, but acceptance of the facts, 
and a readiness to co-operate on the 
part of both Chinese and foreigners 
hao brought about « cordiality of 
feeling which augurs well for the 
future of Tsingtao about which there 
exists at present not the slightest 
ground for’ misgiving 





NAVAL CONVERSATIONS 


‘The outspoken interview given _by| 
the former Prime Minister of Japan. 
Viscount Saito, to the “Christian 
‘Science Monitor”, extensively quoted, 
should serve to bring the importance 
fof the naval conversations in Lon 
don into their proper perspective. 
While every effort is being made to 
prevent their failure, the fact re. 
inains that, should no agreement be 
reached, the collapse of the confer- 
ence of which they are the forerun- 
ners—to discuss the renewal of the 
London and Washington Naval Limi.

‘The Governments concerned” know 
where they stand and. the people on| 
whose votes they depend have been 
xiven a glimpse of the difficulties 
ahead. Admiral Saito has revealed!

LANCELOT GILES 


A fine and full career in HM. 
Consular's Service has ended in the 
death of Mr. Lancelot Giles. The 
fend was characteristic of a man of 
‘supreme courage and devotion to 
duty, “Although, so long ago. os 
‘March last, Mr. Giles was stricken 
by the disease which he knew to be 
mortal he stuck to his post and, 
through the long weary months, even, 
to the time when his malady forced 
hhim to take to his bed, he discharged 
the responsibilities 6f ‘his office, His 
friends have been filled with cep 
‘admiration for the splendid example 
he thus set. ‘That admiration, which 
now gives way to sincere sympathy, 
hhas been extended to ‘his wife whose 
own feititude and support of him 
thas been unwearled and true to the 
hhighest traditions of her kind, Mf. 
Giles was one of the sons of a dislin- 
guished sinologue, Professor HA. 
Giles, whose name is a household 
word to men of the Consular Ser- 
vice. His late brother, Mr. Bertram 
Giles, was a member of that Service 
and died in harness, after being 
wounded in the Nanking affair of 
1027, Another brother, Mr, Lionel 
Giles, is an eminent orientatist at the 
British Museum and, ke his father, 
a Chinese scholar. Yet another 
brother, Colonel Valentine Giles, 
served ' in the Royal Engineers 
and won distinction in the Great 
Wer and earlier in the Tibet 
Expedition of 194, Mr, Lancelot 
Giles, after varied experience in the 
Service, showed his mettle in the 
dificult post of Acting Consul-General 
in Hankow in 1928 at a time of 
considerable strain. He later went to 
‘Tientsin in the substantive rank. 
‘There, by his general enthusiasm for 
the Port and his abiding interest in 
local affairs, he gained the confidence 
of his countrymen to a remarkable 
degree. He was a man who combined 
‘efficiency in his work with great. social 
gifts, He took an active part in the 
sporling life of the community and, 
‘when the blow fell and they were 
aware that a term had been put to 
his sojourn with them, thelr grief

Confidence in the London con- 
versations rests mainly on their 
being handled by diplomatic form 
rather than by the often discredit- 
ed conference method. Experience 
hhas confirmed Mr. Harold Nichol- 
son's objections to diplomacy by 
Conference, however necessary 
that procedure may be in certain 
events, ‘The conversations are 
highly technical’ although the 
broad aims of the three parties ean 
be stated in non-technical terms. 
It may be convenient to consider 
where those aims coincide and 
where they diverge. All three na- 
Hons have subseribed to the idea 
ot maintaining stability in the Far 
East, A desire for individual and 
collective security naturally follows. 
All three uphold the principle of| 
‘economy. in armament. Divers 
fence arises when the means. for 
giving effect to this common poliey 
Are discussed, Great Britain is 
concerned for the maintenance of 
her extensive sea-communications. 
The United States of America 
clings to what a Washington  mes- 
Sage Tras defined as her —his- 
toric policy of avoiding en- 
tanglements while preserving the 
open. door. Japan feels that her 
Position, in the form of its latest 
expression, should be based on 
equality’ with which the adoption 
of a rigid ratio of naval strengths 
is incompatible. Observers see in 
the drama a pretty opportunity for 
‘working. out’ those » permutations 
land commutations which are dear 
to the heart of the diplomatic 
strategist. The search for peace is 
conducted on the basis of reflec- 
tions on the possibilities of war. 
Reduced to those terms it would 
seem that the three parties “could 
well afford. to be " complaisant 
Japan's material integrity is in no 
anger of attack from either of 
the other two participants in the 
iscussions. In'fact. it is dimeult 
to tee whence any attack on Japan 
ould come with all deference "10 
those who make play with aerial 
distances. “Great” Britain who, 
next (0 Japan, has the greatest in- 
forests at stake in the Pacific, is 
not capable of an aggressive 
policy. “Defence is her sure card. 
The United States of America, 
with her own coast-line involved, 
Is secure from attack and equall 
dobarred by geographical "cons 
erations from developing an 
offensive. 

The British proposal for a com- 
promise has been apparently re- 
Jected by Japan whose representa- 











tive has firmly insisted that 
Japs policy is essentially 
pacific. It would be folly to 


‘attempt to suggest lines on which 
the apparent disagreement in 
agreement can be solved. If those| 
closely in touch with the technical 
and political aspects of the pro- 
blem have still to find the way, it 
is most improbable that outsiders 
will be any more successful. The 
reported intention of Japan  to| 
denounce the existing Naval 
Treaty scems, in the circumstances, 
to be inevitable. It may have the 
advantage of enabling the signa- 
tories to build anew, instead of 
having to fritter away their ener- 
gies in repairing an untenantable 
structure. In the meantime it is 
possible to consider the political 
consequences of the failure to 
come to a concrete understanding 
on the basis of the present conver 
sations. Great Britain, as the host, 
of the occasion, obviously finds her 
Position one of extreme delicacy. 
She is not disposed to accept the 
theory that the breakdown neces- 
sarily resolves itself into a differ- 
ence between the American and, 
Japanese views, for she desires to 
swing neither to one nor to the 
other since such a course might be 
taken to disregard the need for an 
Americo-Japanese entente. Nor is, 
it. likely that she would see 

solution in the adoption of 
formal triple compact. America 
has again made it clear that the’ 











{traditional policy of refusing for- 
eign commitments still holds. In- 
ternal conditions, too, make it un- 
wise to expect the American Gov- 
emment to take any other line. 
Japan feels isolated, if the asser- 
tions of some of her spokesmen are 
any guide. How far that is the 
fruit of her own policy of late it 
is not necessary to inquire. There 
is no reason to indulge in despair- 


ing pessimism. British and 
American policies, even though 
working on independent lines, 


have full room for friendship with 
Japan and an understanding of 
‘Japanese difficulties. 

Far-Eastern politics and the pro- 
blem of the Pacific, as it is often 
called, cannot be considered apart 
from China, The touchstone of 
success in reconciling the three 
points of view in naval affairs 
may ultimately be found in the 
valuation of the respective 
policies in China. Here Japan has 
long been credited with special 
interests, Much depends on the 
significance attached to the phrase 
in the light of recent events. Four 
yeaks ago it might have been sim- 
pler t find a common denomina- 
tor, Even now the task is not 
impossible, The development of 
‘economic nationalism has seriously 
prejudiced the prospects of devis- 
ing a ready formula. Generally it 
would seem that Japan deserves a 
fairer recognition of her economic 
needs than some world opinion has 
been lately ready to concede. On 
that account increasing evidence 
of a desire to probe the possibili- 
ties of breaking down the intoler- 
‘able barriers to freer commercial 
intercourse is welcome. Within 
the limits of some such investiga- 
ion it may be conceivable that 
ideas may emerge to assist in put- 
ting political and strategic aims on 
‘a most satisfactory basis of agree 
ment. This much may be said of 
the manner in which the three 
countries have conferred together. 
|‘They have not been deflected from 
ithe path of amicable bewilder- 
ment by bitter suspicion or recri 
minatory irrelevancies. On that 
ground alone it is reasonable to 
surmise that all three recognize 
the fundamental friendship which 
binds them in tackling what other- 
‘wise might be the intransigent dif- 
ficulties of their respective réles 
in the Pacific. 











LOOKING WESTWARD 
Nov. 26. 

Recent developments in Europe 
have turned English eyes westward 
across the Atlantic. The Yugo- 
slavian crisis, _ the impending, 
plebiscite in the Saar and the poli- 
tical uncertainty in France, where 
M. Flandin’s early success has al- 
ready received a check, have com- 
bined to raise doubts in the minds 
of British observers. The doubts 
lead to questions; the questions 
require answers. Membership of 
the Teague, before which the fiery 
recriminations of Hungary and 
‘Yugoslavia are beginning to flaunt 
themselves, imposes on Great 
Britain an uncomfortable silence. 
‘The silence is eloquent. The de- 
termination to refuse to plunge a 
single English sailor, soldier or 
airman in a cauldron of central 
European animosities has com- 
municated itself to the Cabinet. 
Whatever may be the weak points 
of the Beaverbrook policy of isola~ 
tion, there is strong support for the 
view that even the conflict over 
‘the Saar must not be allowed to 
‘commit British statesmen to any- 
thing more than friendly en- 
jcouragement of counsels of mo- 
deration. Mr, Baldwin said nothing 
to justify the contention that 
he would favour deserting the 
League. It is evident nevertheless 
that the Government is not dis- 
posed to regard the League as a 
practica: instrument of collective 
peacemaking under present condi- 
tions. Indeed nothing probably 
would so surely destroy the 
League beyond repair than any 
‘attempt to insist that the sanctions 
of tae Covenant, already dis- 
regarded, should be re-invoked to 
dispose of current issues in Euro- 
pean politics. Events in fact have| 
brought the League face to face| 
with the implications of its in- 
‘completeness. Until Germany, and 
Japan have rejoined it and until. 
traditional policy of 
ntanglement can be recon- 
ciled with membership of the! 
organization to which an American 
President so greatly contributed,

mental idea of the Covenant, the| 
task to which Great Britain’ and 
her fellow-members should address 
themselves is that of protecting 
the League as it exists from the 
danger of exercising functions 
which cssentially demand for their 
‘success the complete co-operation 
of all world-powers without excep- 
tion or reservation, 

On the League’s behalf Mr. 
Baldwin made a most valuable 
point when told his audience that 
the collective system could not be 
operated without Germany and 
Japan. There he removed appre- 
hhensions which have been current 
lest Soviet Russia's admission to 
the League should be construed 
merely as a diplomatic manceuvre 
in isolction of Japan in the East 
‘and Germany in the West. This 
plain recognition of the present dis- 
abilities of the League—disabilities 
due in part to the shortcomings of 
the members composing that organi- 
zation and in part to the League's 
failure to overcome American 
alootness—is not a proof of the 
British Government's endorsement 
of the counsels of despair which 
have been so freely tendered by 
the League's opponents. In reality 
it afferds evidence of British 
determination to assist in main- 
taining the fabric of the Covenant. 
If further strain were thrown upon 
that document without considera- 
tion of the strength of its sanctions, 
its complete disappearance as the 
potential basis of an ultimately 
‘comprehensive collective peace 
system would be inevitable. Nor 
Should it be forgotten that, while 
American membership of the 
League has been withheld, the 
direet participation of the United 
States in many international activi- 
tives at Geneva has given the 
League useful moral support. ‘This 
has been the natural extension of 
Washington's beneficent vigilance 
in European affairs. No doubt the 
Roosevelt regime, with its absorb- 
ing internal problems, has been 
forced to apply the soft-pedal to 
America's foreign policy. Yet 
‘complete indifference to the course 
of events in Europe cannot be 
observed in the State Department, 
whatever may be said on the plat- 
form at election time. England, 
jcloser to Europe, cannot make the 
‘same parade of detachment. Mr. 
Baldwin himself the other day had 
to talk of the Rhine as a possible 
English frontier, leaving the Cliffs 
of Dover to the edification of Lord 
‘Beaverbrook's follows, But Eng- 
land has to look beyond the Rhine 
down the Suez Canal to the 
‘Australian Ocean. This, paradoxi- 
cally, narrows her vision in Europe. 
The tcuchstone of Great Britain's 
European policy must eventually 
‘be found in the assessment of the 
strength of England's own de- 
fences. 

With these thoughts in his mind 
Mr. Baldwin did well to direct 
his cudience's gaze to the west. 
Incidentally he gave a prompt 
affirmative to the recent exhorta- 
tions of Mr. J. L. Garvin who, 
voicing as he so often has done, 
the views of representative Eng- 
lishmen, commended company 
with the United States of America 
as healthy for Great Britain and 
conformable to the ties which 
racial'y, culturally and linguistical- 
ly bint the two countries together 
Even in this hour, when the 
United States of America and the 
nation there enfolded are so sorely 
tested by economic and political 
problems of unexampled complex- 
ity, it is impossible to imagine that 
that country can desert the place 
whien it is designed by circum- 
jstances and its inherent qualities| 
to take in the affairs of civilization. 
Great Britain, by Mr. Baldwin's 
prescription, does not abandon her 
‘own special duty of thinking im- 
perially and of acting as the 
friendly European, but she does 
recognize the importance of ad- 
justing her view to the judgment 
which, from a special point of 
vantage, American's can bring to 
considezation of current world 
problems. The value of this co- 
operation lies in the fact that, by 
‘no conceivable distortion, can :t be 
regarted as a display of material 
aggression. It is in essence a 
Guarantee of peace. It takes stand 
Jupon defence. It illustrates an 
Ideal in terms of practical national 
policies. Just now it has a definite 
‘message for the Far East. In asso- 


























ciation with Japan, Great Britain 
and the United States are endea- 
‘vouring to compose differences of 
‘outlook in order to ensure stability 
which might be endangered were 
certain conflicting interests allowed 
to work themselves out regardless 
‘of the peculiar conditions of their 
|present operation. It should be help- 
ful to all three if Great Britain's 
European commitment were 
brought into proper focus by due 
consultation with and concern for 
Americen policy. The desire of 
Japan to find friendship in the 
resent discussions can be more 
readily fulfilled if her two asso- 
ciates in those discussions come 
closely into accord. Sir John Simon. 
has clearly stated British policy 
in terms of this comprehensive 
solution of the naval issue. Mr, 
Baldwin's important _pronounce- 
ment applies an interpretation 
which, besides commanding the 
warm’ approval of his immediate 
audience, offers a sincere gesture 
of friendliness which should heart= 
en peacemakers in Washington 
and Tokyo, 














SERIO-COMEDY

‘The Chinese Minister in London 
was of course quite right in ap- 
prehending unfavourable reactions 
in China from the failure of the 
Barnby Mission to include this 
country in its itinerary—except 
for a flying visit by one of its 
steel industrialists. Fortunately, 
the medley of rumour, denial and 
retraction which surrounded the 
unhappy Mission enabled public 
opinion here to discern one or two 
things quite clearly. The chief 
‘was that the Mission was quite 
unofficial, that the Federation of 
British Industries under whose 
auspices it was sent was exch 
sively concerned with commercial 
matters and that the equally un= 
mistakable attachment to the Mis- 
sion of a coterie of amateur 
‘diplomats wearing their Manchou- 
kuo hearts on their sleeves did not 
amount to a row of beans. The 
London despatch publishing the 
letters passing between the Chinese 
Minister and Lord Herbert Scott, 
President of the Federation of 
British Industries, should be re- 
assuring to British merchants in 
China who have been both annoy- 
ed and bewildered at the apparent 
ineptitude of the Barnby Mission's 
unconsidered political obiter dicta. 
There is the clear indication that 
the Federation has received some 
plain assessments of the situation 
from authority in Whitehall, Lord 
Herbert Scott's letter reveals a nice 
‘appreciation of the limits of 
commercial diplomacy. Its writer 
fs, at least, under no false impres- 
sion. The’ Federation seems to 
have been badly served by over~ 
zealous coadjutors. The telegrams 
‘at the time recorded the rumour 
that an Anglo-Japanese Alliance 
was being seriously discussed in 
London as the outcome of the 
Mission's labour. Most emphatic 
‘and categorical denials were at 
once forthcoming. Sir John Simon 
has since dealt firmly with that 
issue and also with the ingenuous 
suggestions regarding the recogni- 
tion of Manchoukuo. 

Interest lies in the further dis- 
‘closure of the activity in favour 
of revival of the Anglo-Japanesc 
Alliance. The suggestion is that 
the movement somehow developed 
among certain City magnates. Let 
it be said at the outset that any 
endeavour to extend economic 
agreements between Japan and 
Great Britain, in mitigation of the 
highly harmful trade war, should 
be strongly supported ‘on all 
grounds. That is, however, quite 
‘a different thing from the pursuit 
‘of political aims under cover of 
financial discussions. Judging 
from Lord Herbert Scott's letter 
jit would seem as it the President 
of the Federation of British In- 
dustries must largely share what 
the despatch calls the “very con= 
siderable annoyance in official 
circles” with the Barnby Mission's 
venturesome excursions into diplo- 
macy. Lord Barnby himself did 
is best to contradict and explain 
as the naive rumours floated out 
‘on the gentle zephyrs of some of 
his colleague's expansive utter- 
jances. Presumably. the Federation 
of British Industries will one dav 
make plainer what is just now still 
1a little obscure. For the moment 
it is diverting to rend how the 
serio-comedy unfolded itself in 
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London before the pained eyes of 
‘Mr. Quo Tai-chi, anxious for 
British “deference” to China's 
market, of Lord Herbert Scott 
politely encouraging trading rela~ 
tions between Great Britain and 
‘China and, less prominently in the , 
picture, of the diplomatic chorus 
ending the discreet air of West- 
minster with its horrified wails. 
It is sad to think that impeccable 
diplomats were impelled to regard 
equally impeccable City men with 
some feelings of reproach, Whe- 
ther remonstrance actually went 
forth in the unkind bluntness used 
by one of the commentators in the 
wings, it is, perhaps, as well not to 
surmise. The fact’ remains that 
‘the diplomatic infant, somehow 
born in the magic square mile, 
soon experienced the coldest of re~ 
ceptions from a hard, hard world, 
Ingenuousness seems to have 
been partly responsible for this in 
fant of mysterious parentage, That 
quality is ever apparent when dis- 
tinguished men leave their a 
customed routine and attempt to 
apply their own technique to an 
unfamiliar profession. Sir John 
Simon's prosaic answers in the 
House of Commons must have 
painfully disillusioned the 3 
ponents of a precarious versatility. 
Their plight was made worse by 
the decision of their protégé to 
stage a special farce of its own 
devising—the “Oil on the Open 
Door"—just when the openness of 
that door demanded all the 
conviction which skilled wand- 
waving could give. Apart from 
‘anything else, the sudden intrusion 
‘of Manchoukuo's oil monopoly 
gave an awkward twist to opinion 
which otherwise was quite pre- 
pared to hail the amateur diplo- 
macy with apparent enthusiasm, 
‘These diversions and divagations 
may have served a useful purpose 
in that they have helped to 
establish the view that commercial 
diplomacy should stick to its own 
problem and leave political diplo- 
macy to those who have to bear 
that burden by contract with de- 
mocracy, No great harm has, 
therefore, been done. Anglo-Jap- 
‘nese relations, carefully tended by 
Mr. Matsudaira and Sir John 
Simon, are none the worse, ‘The 
prospects of improving British 
‘trade with Japan have not suffer- 
ed. Nor is it likely that, having 
been presented with the oppor- 
tunity of reaffirming to Lord 
Herbert Scott the extreme reason- 
ableness of China's friendship 
with Great Britain, Mr. Quo Tal- 
chi will be anything but delighted. 
The only enigma left for solution 
seems to be the identities and 
fundamental aims of the mysteri- 
ous prompters of diplomatic 
asides which, somehow or other, 
were so freely sprinkled over 
the dialogue of the Barnby serio 
comedy. As for the Open Door— 
whether oiled or not oiled—its 
hinges seem to be extraordinarily 
docile. ‘They probably will not be 
overworked. 





























BETWEEN TWO FIRES

Parliament's instrument of per- 
sonal investigation ofthe Govern- 
ment’s proposals for the new 
Constitution of India, has reported 
favourably. In accord with 
criticism authoritatively presented 
to the Committee, certain valuable 
safeguards have been introduced 
into the White Paper scheme. 
Moreover, safeguards already in 
that scheme have been strengthen 
ed. The Joint Select Committee's 
Report seems to have fulfilled the 
purpose of vindicating Parlia- 
ment’s ultimate responsibility for 
the political future of India. Yet 
it has kept to the lines of the 
‘implicit understanding that the 
general principles of the agree- 
‘ment reached at the three Round 
‘Table Conferences would be pre- 
served. It has also justified the 
contention of reasonable critics 
that the White Paper proposals, 
not being sacrosanct, required’ 
more definite provision of safe- 
guards, in the light of known 
difficulties in developing respon- 
sible political opinion in India and 
their relation to the complex fabric 
of the administration as Iaborious- 
ly constructed in the course of 
two centuries of the British con- 
nection. Coming under the. 
severest possible scrutiny—thou-

‘The 
Viceroy will wield special powers

India, ‘The completion of the 
Federation will eventually depend 
on the formal adherence of 
Rulers representing not less. than 
half the aggregate population of 
the Indian States and entitled to 
not less than halt of the States’ 
seats in the Upper House of the 
Legislature and on the establish 
ment of a Reserve Bank tree 
from political influence.

GSI RED CAPITAL 


Remarkable Discoveries Made at Juichin: Communists 
Massing on Fukien-Kwantung Border 


Interesting details of the organiza 
tion of the Communist capital of 
Julehin, in Southern Klangsi, which 
was captured by the Government 
forees on November 10 after long 
operations, are given in Chinese re- 
ports from Amoy which describe the 
Red strongnold, believed to be one 
of the strongest in the country. 
When the Government troops en- 
tered the city, not only was a well 
organized Soviet’ Government in 
operation with many efficient 
departments headed. by well-known 








Reds, but the city itself had been | 


converted into a powerful military 
base. Juichin for six years was the 
capital of the “Soviet Government of 
China” with “Mao Chieh-tung os 
chairman. Under him was the exe- 
cutive committee of the Communist 
headquarters with Po Ku as chalr- 
man and other departments Included 
the Central Military Council headed 
by Chu fen, and the Kiangsi, Hunan 
and Szechulen headquarters’ of an 
organization quaintly known as the 

‘anti-pandit force.” 

‘Militarily, the Soviet organization 
included a military academy, a school 
of ‘selence, a wireless school and a 
public nesith school, An arsenal and 
@ power and light plant were in 
‘operation and oll depots were dis- 
covered, ‘There was also. an 
‘aerodrome but no machines were 
discovered, 


Rehabilitation Measures 

With the capture of Juichin, which 
is believed to have ‘shattered the 
power of tne Communisis in Kiangsi, 
the question of rehabilitation mea- 
Sures arises and leads the "China 
Times," a tocal Chinese newspaper, 
to urge that these be expedited to 
settle not only the situation in 
Kiongsi out the entire problem of 
Communism, 

“he successes of the Government 
forces in Kiangsi have been proved 
by facts, However, the maintenance 
of this vietory cannot depend enuireiy 
‘on the success of military operations, 
bbut prdcsicat and effective measures 
for the renabilitation of the recap- 
tured territory should be taken 
immediately,” it states. 

“Dispatches from Nanchang state 
that General Chiang Kal-shek has 
given instructions for the six dis 
friets of Ningtu, Shihcheng, Hs 
kuo, Juichin, Yuntu and  Huichang 
to be converted into special admin.- 
trative areas, These districts have 
been in the hands of the Reds for 
more than six or seven years and 
have suttered severely. Spe 
eal bureaux will be establi 
each area and rehabilitation measures 
will be pushed under the direction 
of the Kiangsi provincial govern- 
‘ment. This indicates that the gover 
ment is certainly taking immedia\ 
steps to remedy the situation there, 

Rellet For Farmers 

“the situation in the former Com~ 
munist territory is totally different 
from the situation in any other part 
‘of the country. The problem of 
providing relict’ for farmers, r 
‘establishing agricultural work’ and 
reorganizing the economle system 
cannot be solved by ordinary ad- 
ministrative methods, It must be 
dealt with by a special organization. 
'rom past experience we feel that 
the first thing is to definite 
plans, such as a special land policy, 
to assist in the re-establishment of 
the agricultural organization. On the 
‘other hand, special consideration 
should be given to all other problems 
and appropriate measures taken to 
remedy the situation. It is essential 
for the success of “the plan that 
political and military measures 
should go hand in hand.”

General Chiang Kai-shek’s Party Flies Over Rough 
Loess Country to Sian 
rout Oon Own Comesroxornt 


+ Sian, Shensi, Oct, 21. 

‘Ag the aeroplane flies—which "is 
much more direct than the crow pro- 
eeeds—from Lanchow to Ninghsia, the 
@irection ig north-east and the ‘dis- 
tance Is 205 miles. Immediately you 
fare up in the air at Lanchow and set 
‘on your course you have beneath you 
‘a continuation of the bad lands which 
fare such an impressively dismal 
feature of the landscape long before 
reaching that clty, when approaching 
it from any other direction, But it 
changes somewhat, inasmuch as it 
Seems to be more snarled than ever 
‘and Is inereasingly awe-inspiring in 
Its loneliness and its uselessness. 

"For 100 miles or more there is but 
one continuous mass of miniature 
sharp peaked, light-brown loess hills, 
‘eroded on all sides into gaping gulches 
fand gullles, so crammed together that 
to the horizon on every side it looks 
like nothing else than the high steep 
waves of a petrifled ocean-wide tide- 
rip. Millions of peaks, slashed and 
torn, of uniform height, barren, in- 
hospitable and» hopeless, jostle in 
every direction, and from an altitude 
fof nine oF ten’ thousand feet, which 
‘we were flying at, thé limit of every 
direction Is a long way of on @ 
tparkling day. 

‘Through this tremendous calamity 
tar below, the Yellow River claws at 
the yielding earth like a relentleas 
dragon, Sometimes it spreads its 
banks a little, and whenever it man- 
ages to do that the hardy Chinese 
farmer descends upon the litle spot 
‘and there he tills and sows and har- 
vests, The forbidding hills offer him 
‘no chance of life. So ho clings to 
the river, and, when it opens out, as 
It does now and again, - prosperous 
farms, with poplar and ‘trees 
bending to the breeze, 
fn striking relief to the drab wilder 
‘ness envitoning the spot where they 
fare planted. The river mostly surges 
vielously through narrowing gorges, 
running rapidly, and tearing off more 
‘and more earth to carry in suspension 
further east or to the ultimate sea, 

Tt is all a gloomy land, and when 
you see vast blank spaces on the map 
o not imagine they are unexplored. 





























‘They are there because the land can- 
rot be lived upon, and has been able 
‘effectively to resist the pressure of the 





place are indications that stout 
hearted Chinese found them and tried 
fo settle there, but the wilderness 
apparently got the better of them and 
drove them off. ‘The pathetic outline 
of a house of a village are frequently 
fen below, but not a human being, 
‘Now and again, on the steep sides of 
the torn hills, not far, however, from 
the Yellow River, a shepherd may be 
detected but his’ footing is so pre- 
tearlous that he has to be agile like 
his animals to hold on. Down In the 
deep gulches mo road or track is 
possible anywhere, for they constitute 
A labyrinth; and the camel road from 
‘Ninghsla js far to the north. 


Ratls Only Sign of Lite 
‘The occasional glimpse ofthe farm~ 
fringed river winding like a tangled 
ribbon is the only relief, and the only 
ign of life from such a height is an 
‘oouasional raft of inflated bullock or 
atheep akins rushing down the stream 
Inden with wool or hides, the six great 
yulohs, three each fore and aft, lash 
ing in the sunlight as those operating 
them wrestle with the swirling waters 
to keep the buoyant and fragile floats 
from foundering on a mud bank. 

‘These jomething to see. 
Fair sized ont the length of six 
to eight inflated bullock skins placed 
head. to tail in width, and 90 side 
by side in length, The fatter took Ii 
tailless, hairless oxen standing in 
alalls and the wonder, is who blows 
them all up? ‘These tightly inflated 
skins are packed closely together. On 
top of them are frames of bamboo 
of light wood, on which the cargo 
{s piled high, and whereon the rafts- 
‘men live and have their being during 
the voyage. These rafts come from 
far above Lanchow, sweep swiftly past 
that city if they have no businest 
there, and swirl and eddy and swing 
for hundreds of miles mostly down 
to Paotow, where the cargoss are 
unloaded, the framework sold, and 
the skins deflated, packed up, and car 
led back to the’ places whence they 
came. 

For ferry service on the river the 
rafts are made from inflated sheep 
skins, far fatter full of air than they 
fever ‘could have been when full of 
food, with a bamboo frame atop ot 
them, and are one man affairs which 
will carry a few passengers or a light 
Toad of freight. They consist, mostly, 
of a dozen inflated skins, and when 
not in use are carried about by the 
‘owner, who seeks his customers along 
the river bank with his tax! on his 
Dback—a taxi of skins, golden in colour, 
‘and a strange looking argosy. In this 
sparsely Inhabited and eroded land

In the low hills, having just emerged | 


from the sands of the Little Gobi 
which now blaze into view, a creep- 
Ing stream of rusty red sand waves, 
trying to elude the confining restraint 
of the mountains in an effort to pene- 
trate Kansu. “What a sand trap, 
says the Young Marshal, as we see 
the red desert stretching into an ever 
widening horizon in the distance. ‘The 
Changing hues of the mountains, as 
we sweep on towards them, develop 
‘a magnificent and vivid colour scheme. 
Now the Ala Shan, like a cut cameo, 
shuts off the red of the desert, be- 
comes a pastel and then a deep blue, 
lashed with oxidized strata that make 
fa voluptuous riot for the eyes, and 
causes one to long for the virile and 
bold brush of an artist. 


‘The Great Wall 

‘The Great Wall, which we have had 
in view many times since leaving 
Lanchow, mostly as a brave streak of 
loess ridge, acting as a break for 
drifting sand, with what were once 
bastions and towers abrased into 
round humpe, now assumes an air of 
solidity and importance and respect- 
ty as ft sinuously skirts the 

ing mountains and eventually 
disappears up a ravine as if scared 
of Its presumption, to emerge once 
‘again at Ninghsia. It so far has 
resisted the vicious efforts of time and 
ements to obliterate it, and 
struggles against mighty odds to hold 
fig line against the onslaughts of in- 
vading sands and the torment of the 
winds. 

Under the protection of the Als 
Shan the earth begins to take on 0 
‘more frlendly and more natural ap- 
pearance, habitations become more 
pronounced, farms appear, and in the 
@istance tombs show up and we know 
that Ninghsia is somewhere near. We 
could see waterholes splashed about 
the plain, an unusual but a refreshing 
sight in this region of waste and arid 
land. Then came the gaunt and 
crumbling walls of the old-time Ching 
garrison, with its lone mud-coloured

Outlines of houses and 
villages and the scars of terraces on 
the slopes appeared in different places 
as tragic evidence of disappointment, 
‘Gespair and departure of those who 
fessayed {0 battle with the wastes. For 
more than 100 miles no settlement 
‘appeared on our line of flight. 

"As we later on went over the riven 
loess forming the watershed of the 
Hwan Ho and the Ching Ho we saw 
where these streams were born, and 
gradually along their widening 
Courses we saw farms appearing and 
villages coming closer together. Until 
this region was reached the land was 
empty, and it will remain empty unt 
the climate changes. When that will 
bbe no man can tell, though there is 
evidence to lead to another conclusion 
which is that the land is reverting to 
desert and will remain empty spaces 
fon the map solely because the cour- 
‘Sgeous Chinese cannot find the where- 
‘withal to sustain life there, and not 
because it hes not been explored.

to sell them for food. 

New Irrigation System

Harbin, Nov. 11. 

‘The weather this autumn is keep- 
{ing so warm that it is making people 
wonder whether we shall not have a 
very severe spell of cold later on to 
make up for it. 

It greatly assisted the punitive ex- 
edition which wag sent out on the 
eastern line to clear up the bandits, 
this expedition has apparently car-

Why CER. Sale Parleys 
Have Been Delayed 


‘Moscow, Nov. 21. 

Despite the detailed’ statement | 
given by Tass on October 31, con- | 
cerning the actual position of 
negotiations for the sale of the 
Chinese Eastern Railway, incorrect | 
information is said to be stilt current | 
tn the Japanese and Manchurian 
press regarding the progress of the | 
‘negotiations. 

It appears that, with regard to a 
number of conditions of sale, the 
Japanese shows great infexibility 
and lack of desire to meet certain 
natural demands of the Soviet. This 
refers to the desire of the USSR. | 
to obtain guarantees for the pay- 
ment of the purchase price, which is | 
proposed in the form of Manchoukuo 
obligations guaranteed by Japan. 
Unfortunately, Japan has not changed 
her position concerning this question 
since the publication of the October 
31 report. 

‘Against Soviet contentions of a 
purely business nature, the Japanese 
advance the principle of “trust” for 
Manchoukuo and a promise to 
“mediate” in case of dificulties aris 
ing in connection with Manchoukuo 
payments, Moreover, the Japanese 
and particularly the Japan-Manchur- 
fan press, are attempting to represent 
the Soviet demand as an expression 
of mistrust and almost as an insult 
to Manchoukuo and Japan.

‘Among the penalties for the viola 
tion of the law is the confiscation of 
Products and equipment, although the 
Tand and the buildings cannot be 
confiscated.

Boxer troubles of 1900; For bis 
services during that troublous time 
he received the ‘China Medal and 
clasp, “having played a prominent 
art in the defence of the legations. 
Mr. Giles tad a brother in thé 
consular service in China ‘who. died 
@ few years ago, Mr. Betram Giles, 
who was Consul-General at Nanking 
during the troubles of March, 1027 
Tt was during an attack on the con. 
sulate that he was shot, his injuries 
Recessitating him going on sick leave 
to England, where he died not long

‘The local manager explained that 
the money-shops have been trons 
porting large quantities of Central 
Bank notes, all. issued anghal, 
to Tiontsin to take advantage of the 
premium at which Tienisin currency 
‘has ruled over Shanghai currency 
recently ‘These notes are redeemable, 
under the governmental currency 
regulations, in Standard sliver dol~ 
lars at any branch of the Central 
Bank, wherefore the importation of 
‘Shanghal notes yields the operators 
profit of approximately $70 on each 
$10,000 of ‘notes. 

In order to discourage this activity, 
the ‘Tientsin branch is insisting upon 
redeeming the bank's Shanghai notes 
in standard silver dollars, whereas 
the currency manipulators desire 
payment in cheques, which would 
facilitate constantly Increasing onera~ 
tions. It was explained that payment 
in chaques would save the operators 
the time involved in counting and 
shroffing silver dollars ond also the 
expense involved in moving the 
metal —United Press.

Dr. Chatley on Relation to 
Economic Problems. 


Dr, H. Chatley, in his. presidential 
address ‘to members of the local 
association of the Institution of 
Civil Engineers, held at the Shanghai 
Waterworks on Friday, took as his 
subject "The relation’ ‘between en= 
Bincering and the depression, 

Dr. Chatley said that engineers 
‘could no. tonger remain indifferent 
to the great economic problems of 
the day, After mentioning briefly’ the 
widely varying alleged causes of the 
depression he put forward the view 

none of them were fundamen 
except the exhaustion of con= 
sumers’ credit. 

Economic arguments were in gen 
eral futtle and) the only sound 
method of {avestigation was the 
study of Tong trends, ‘This reveals 
that, during prosperity expansion of 
goods and debt oceurs according to 
Compound interest rules whlch can~ 
not possibly be maintained but are 
nevertheless generally assumed to be 
jnormal. Owing to technical science 
there isa potential abundance for 
mited populations but, to obtain It 
it is all essential to ‘maintain the 
buying power of the masses.

‘The 24th ordinary general meeting 
of the shareholders of the Shanghai 
Cotton Manufacturing Co, Ltd, was 
hheld at the head office of the com- 
pany, 185 Szechuen Road, on Satur- 
day afternoon. ‘Those present in- 
cluded Messrs. H. Togawa (chair 
man), K, Kurods, ¥, Maeda, T. En- 
Jol and Y. Noda (directors), and 
‘Messrs. E.'S. Wilkinson, K. Yama- 
sakl und H. Koy (auditors), Mr. T. 
Kageyama (secretary), and 26 share- 
holders representing 156,198 shares 
including proxies. 

‘The Report and accounts, for the 
period ended October 31, 1994, were 
taken as read. 

‘The economic conditions in -the 
world still show much depression 
and, in particular, the financial ex- 
hhaustion in China, mentioned at the 
last general meeting, said the chalr- 
man, has not yet shown any sign of 
Improvement; in consequence the 
company had a hard task to face 
during last term but he was glad to 
say that they were able to show re- 
sults much beyond their expectation 
tunder such economfe conditions 
they could sce from the 
sheet. 

‘The prosperity of the company, 
while the cotton manufacturing in- 
dustry in China is struggling in deep 
depression, owes: much to the co- 
operative ‘efforts of both staft and 
workers as well as to proper man~ 
‘agement; also to the fact that the 
board, supported by its shareholders, 
has for many years past reserved its 
profits through the medium of the 
Depreciation Reserve Fund and 
other similiar accounts, thus laying a 
solld and strong financial foundation, 
believe this is the main foundation 
of the present good results and they, 
the managers were grateful to form:

and to their shareholders for thelr 
support. -

‘When the accounts for last term 
were settled some shareholders sug- 
gested an increase of dividends. They 
hhad been fortunate in presenting 
lunexpectedly stood results this term 
but, as they, the shareholders, were

‘optimistic’ view of the cotton manu- 
facturing Industry in China. ‘They

mounts. “Firstly, don’t forget to 
satiety yourself that your bridle and 

le is suitable and properly ad- 
Justed before you start ta 
martingale is used, only a running 
type should be attached, never the 
fixed standing type which prevents 
the pony jumping freely). Don't 
jover-tide your Pony in a vain effort 
to get on the card or create a good 
impression at the finish. Don't hesitate 
to pull up if your pony is distressed, 
‘and, when the Hunt ts over don't 
omit visiting your stable to satisty 
yourself that your mount has been 
Droperly attended to, fed and rugged 
up with dry blankets; the latter 
‘Point is most important as the pony 
should not sleep in the same damp 
blanket from which it has returned 
from the Hunt. Lastly don’t ride an 
unfit or lame pony. Unless a pony 
has had regular cross-country train- 
ing, it will not be In condition for a 
[possible eight-mile Hunt, so exercise 
your mount well before the hunt— 
according to general opinion, three 
days a week is sufficient to take a 
ony across country to keep him At. 

The SSP.C.A. sincerely trusts that 
these few recommendations will re- 
ceive the attention of those con 
cerned, and the distressing sight of 
ponfes dropping from exhaustion, and 
arriving at the finishing post com- 
pletely blown, and with bleeding 
mouths, wil not be witnessed.

A Chinese View 


To the Eaitor of the 

“Nomm-Cuuxa, Dany News 
When all nations are finding 
it a major problem to solve the un- 
employment question and have 
adopted the dole as a temporary 
‘means of relief, it seems odd to find 
China, despite all her intended well- 
meaning measures to alleviate un- 
employment, deliberately act contrary 
to her repeated pronouncements. 

To find employment in existing 
conditions is no eay matter. A posi- 
tlon has to be retained with both 
hands irrespective of the size of 
salary it brings. Depression, with 
those “employers who have to seru 
tinze overhead expenses, naturally 
impels resort. to retrenchment, the 
alternative being the compulsory 
going out of business. So the voice 
‘of charity there can hardly make 
itself heard. 

Charity at best, it must be remem- 
dered, can only bring temporary 
ellef’ to distress. It has not about 
Mt the quality of permanent effect 
‘Though its help is indispensible es- 
ppeclally in times of depression, it is 
unwise to place too much reliance 
upon it to alleviate suffering. More 
substantial measures will yet have to 
[be found by Governments which are 
now doing their utmost for the un- 
employed. If they could only find a 
‘way to employ those victims of de- 
pression. A dificult problem indeed. 

‘The well-meaning of the New Life 
Movement cannot be doubted. But 
whether the officials in the Govern: 
ment have a thorough appreciation 
of the fundamental idea which 
prompted this movement cannot be 
asceriained, Recent  retrenchments 
in the various government controlled 
commercial enterprises is evidence 
which leads one to doubt whether 
there is such an appreciation by 
them. It should be realized that 
trenchment, in such cases is com: 
mendable ‘only when the results 
thereof do not counteract measures 
simultaneously adopted for the pur- 
pose of relieving distress. Is it really 
50 Important for those commercial 
‘enterprises to reap large profits when 
unemployment has to be considered? 
Totally ignoring that the New Lite 
Movement was ever inauguarated, 
retrenchment which only serves to 
further prejudice trade and labour, 
should never be given a. thought 
Charity begins at home. Of this 
motto sight should not be lost, if the 

ithor of the New Life Movement 
fg In real earnest to bring it to a 
successful conclusion. It behoov« 
therefore, those from whom he is 
entitled to demand co-operation and 
support to take the greatest care lest 
any act on thelr part—however In- 
significant—should shake the con 
‘dence of those who have so much 
faith in the movement which have 
filled them with optimism of an 
early return of prosperity. Let us 
hope we will not be led to bitter 
‘disillusionment.

‘The Hungarian representative here to-day requested the Secretary- 
General to place the Yugoslav complaint against his country on the 


agenda of the extraordinary meeting of the Council next week.

‘the Marseilles crime, continue,” he declared, “serious consequences might 


ensue for peace.” 

It Yugoslavia proves her case. it

"A detailed account of the activities 
of terrorists is contained in the 
Yugoslav note.

Pietro Cardinal Gasparri 


Aome, Nov. 18. 

The death oce ared here to-day, 
at the age of 82 of Pietro Cardinal 
Gasparr, Papal Secretary of | State 
until 1830 and one of the greatest 
Jauthorities on the law of the Catholic 
‘Chureh. 

‘The aged prelate, who died of 
lpneumonia, received Extreme Unc- 
Yon early’ to-day when it was seen 
[that his case was hopeless. 

Under-Secretary of State under 
{three Popes Pietro Cardinal Gasparri, 
besides his great work in behalf of 
the Roman ‘Catholic Church, was 
noted for his efforts in the cause of 
‘universal peace—in the church and 
among the nations of the world. 

Immediately upon assuming _ his 
duties as Papal’ Secretary of State 
in 1914, a little more than two 
months after the ‘outbreak of the| 
World War, he joined with the late 
Pope Benedict XV in an attempt to 
{terminate the conflict. 

‘Cardinal Gasparri was regarded as 
fone of the most able diplomats that 
ever occupied the post of Papal 
Secretary of State to which he was 
Jelected in 1990, 

‘When Cardinal Gasparri celebrated 
the golden jubilee of his ordination. 
to the priesthood In Mareh, 1927, he 
recelved messages from every part 
lof the world. In honour of the occa 
‘sion, the Pope presented him with @ 
gold chalice—Reuter. 


Sir Arthur Wing Pinero 
London, Nov. 23. 


‘The death occurred to-day of Sir 
Arthur Wing Pinero, at the age of 
n. 





Born in 1855, Sir Arthur Wing 
Pinero was the son of John Daniel 
Pinero, a solicitor. In 1883, he mar- 
ried Myra Emily Hamilton, ‘who died 
in 1918, Educated at private schools, 
he was an actor from June, 1874, 
until July, 1881, and from thay time, 
until ‘his death, he was a dramatic 
author. He was president of | the 
Dramatists Club ‘and a_member of 

1¢ Athenaeum and the Garrick, also 
a member of the Academic Com- 
mittee of the Royal Society of Liter- 
‘ature and Chairman of the United 
‘Arta Rifles throughout the Great 
War. 

It’ was, however, as a dramatic 
author that Pinero’ really made his| 
ame and, in this connection, it may 
be noted ‘that his first play, which 
was in one act, entitled "2200 a 
Year,” was produced at the Globe 
‘Theaize in 1877, in which year he was| 
himself still on the stage, by RC. 
Carton, at that time also an actor. A. 
distinc! measure of success came to| 
hhim in a very short while and even-| 
tually he aroge to be in the minds of 
many almost the leading dramatic 
author of the day. His plays are far 
too numerous to give as a full lst, 
but there may be mentioned “Sweet| 
Lavender," "The Cabinet Minister,” 
“The Second Mrs. ‘Tanqueray,” and 
“The Gay Lord Quex: 

‘At one period, he had aspirations 
towards musical plays and this ted] 
to a comle opera’ entitled | “The| 
Beauty Stone,” written in collabora-| 
tion with J. 'Comyns Carr, and for| 
which the music was written by| 
Sir ‘Arthur Sullivan. This was} 
produced at the Savoy in 1898. Ther 
was another as late as 1918—"Mon-| 
feca's Blue Boy," a wordless play| 
with music by Sir Frederie Cowen. 
He was created a knight by the late 
King Edward on the occasion of His. 
Majesty's. birthday in 1909. 

‘Actors and actresses, it was said, 
feared Pinero. He used to sit in the 
front rows and thunder out orders 
Uke a general directing hie soldiers. 
If there were any voice inflections 
in the play, as finally produced, the| 
inflections were as Sir Arthur himself | 
‘would have produced them, and not| 
as the actor might think they should 
be done. In ‘later years, he seldom 
appeared in public, except at a crickey 
match now and then.

In elther case, however, 
the Council's Kiangsi office has nly 
8 temporary lease of life, for ft must 
withdraw as soon as the Provincial 
Government isin a posttion to 
assume for itself the task of recon 
struction without the ald of the 
NEC. 

‘The concention of the rural we 
fure centre is not an area of work 
but rather a polnt of service and 
Influence radiating Into surrounding 
districts. Already some very fine 
work has been accomplished. For 
some fornts of activities, the lines of 
service and influence are widespread 
and far-reaching and for ofhers they 
are limited to the neighbourine 
villages. ‘The ultimate objective ts 
that the whole hslen district may be 
directly served and benefitted, “and 
that the centre may thus find ‘itself 
deep-rooted in the welfare of the 
people of the hsien. 


Four Lines of Service 


Each centre has four lines of 
service, namely, agriculture, hea'th 
co-operatives and education. They 
ate £0 correlated and their activities 
are sy co-ordinated that the total 
fmpact upon the community is one. 
that of improving the whole life tn 
all its phases and relationships. The 
‘workers in these lines of service are 
allocated with salaries pald by thelr 
respective government organizations: 
the azrieultural adviser by the Aeri~ 
cultural Institute, the two health 
workers by the Department of 
Health, one co-operatives 
Alrector by the Committee on Rural 
Co-operatives, the two macs educa~ 
tion directors by the Education t 
‘Commission, and the primary schoo!

Provides each centre with an ex 
cutive secretary, who assumes the 
general leadership, and a grant_ot 
$24,000 for initial expenses. ‘The 
current expenses, $3,200, will be paid 
by the Council for the frst year in 
{ull and thereafter on a. decreasing 
basis, less one quarter each year. The 
understanding with the disirict gov= 
‘ernment is that, at the end of the 
fourth year, it 'will underwrite the 


Bureau of 











whole ‘annual expenses. By. this 
arrangement, it is hoped that the 
local” government will gradually 
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‘com= 
‘munity ts determined by that of the 
individual “home, and the cultural 
evel of the home rises no higher 
than that of the women, the home- 
makers. This is universally true In 
‘China in general and in Klangsi in 
articular, where the family still 
wields a'strong influence over the 
lives of its members and the corpor- 
ative life of the community. 

Four rural welfare centres have 
already been established since the 
beginning of July: one at Lichuan, 
‘one at Nancheng. one at Fengcheng. 
ond another at Kun-an. Two more 
were to be organized before the end 
‘of October. So far, those in charge 
fof the centres have received hearty 
‘co-oneration from the provincial and 
district governments and they are 
most satisfied with the response from 
the peoste themselves. In Nancheny, 
the workers have been invited by the 
macistrate fo atlend both the rerular 
meetings af the chu-chang, or district 
chiets, and the training institutes for 
‘the village “heads, in: order to give 
‘whatever help they can. 

‘When the National Economie 
[Counelt men made investigations as 
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to possible sites for centres, they 
were met by deputations of farmers, 
who invited them to establish the 
centres in their villages. After sites 
hhad been selected, ancestral halls and 
temples were offered for use of the 
welfare centres. In each of the 
‘centres, three or four such publle 
‘bulldings are in use. . 


People Co-operate 


‘Tne people's welcome of the 
centres” to. thelr midst was sur= 
peeaed aly yee. Beatty | e0: 
operation with and their confidence 
In the workers. Cleaning the 
villages, moving and closing up 
latrines, repairing roads and fixing 
up playgrounds, looking after their 
animals and chickens to prevent 
them from destroying vegetabl 
gardens, etc, os suggested by th 
Workers from time to time, 
deen willingly carried out by the 
villagers. 

Daily clinics with an average 
attendance of forty or more (after 
they had been looked ‘upon with 
suspicion by the villagers), boys" 
clubs, adult education classes, 0- 
operatives, and home industries ar 
some of the activities which have 
Proved to be especially popular. 

Disputes between rival clans or 
groups have been” brought to. the 
attention of the welfare centre work. 
ers for arbitration. In one case, 9 
Iawsult had been bitterly fought by 
two families over a plece of ground. 
Each claimed tt to be its own. Both 
sides appealed to the welfare work. 
ers. A David came to judement and 

satisfactory to both 
rached. ‘The dispute 
Tand was presented to the centro a 
part of its farm! 

‘There was another case in which 
three rascals had stolen a cow trom 
a farmer. They were found and 
convicted for thelr theft. The local 
authorities appealed to ‘the welfare 
centre workers as to what should be 
done with them. Since they had no 
money, it was useless to fine them, 
To imprison them did nobody any 
good, Under the guldance of the 
weltare workers, a solution was 

ached, acceptable to everyone, In 
cluding the convicted men, A’ fine 
‘of two days’ labour was Imposed on 
each of them and thelr labour was 
contributed to the welfnre central 
Through thelr work, a nubl’e latrine 
was moved from the cen‘re of th 
village to a more secluded spot. 

‘As a result of this good work, an 
arbitration board to settle dispu'e 
was formed by the village lerdens 
with the welfare workers serving (n 
an advisory capacity. 

‘Thus, just punishment was meted 
out: a” public Iatrin« removed, 
resulting in the improvement in the 
health and the appearance of the 
village; and an organization, which 
now does much for the preservation 
of the peace and order of the village 
was formed.

Council, in its rural work, has no 
precedent to follow. Like sailing on 
fan uncharted sea, it must chart its

struction may follow. The nature of 
the task is indefinite and hard to 
define because it deals with Ute, both 
individual and social. 

‘As religious conversion alms to 
change human personality and as 
political revolution aims to change 
human soclety, so rural reconstru~= 
tion hopes to accomplish such 
changes in the farmer through 
gradual adjustments and growth. In 
the peculiar pattern of rural recon- 
struction under the National Econo 
mie Council, the educational skein 
uns throughout, but political means 
‘will also be used where the ends to 
be reached are beneficial to and de- 
sirable for the people. 

‘There M an old Chinese story of a 
man with a magic finger, who, by a 
touch of that finger, could turn a 
stone into gold. He ‘offered to sive 
people any amount of gold they 
might desire, One wise man refused 
his gold and asked for his finger!

Reviewing a book of this type 

presents a decided problem. It 

+ I enthusiastically prefaced by a man 
‘who undoubtedly established a claim 
Yowards special merit and did so by 
upsetting certain preconceived 
‘medical tenets. Hence ‘a reviewer 
‘who easts some doubt on the encyel- 
opaedic, analytical and selective 
‘knowledge of the author, is liable to 
bbe accused of prejudice and narrow- 
mindedness. 

However, since the book appears 
to be somewhat fallacious, it is 
necessary to endeavour to’ explain 
that on’ absolute lack of clinical 
knowledge cannot be entire- 
ly advantageous to a Healer. The 
Seneral public who are frequently 
enthusiastic about such | Healers 
seldom pause to consider that they 
would not take their motor-ear to & 
‘mechanic who abmitted that he was 
‘not quite clear as to the position of, 
shall we say, the jets of the ca 
durettor. 

‘The author of this book not only 
admits toa lack of knowledge of 
physiology, ‘anatomy and the diag- 
Restle sciences generally, but makes 
ease for the entire discarding of all 
‘such useless information, though 
times he claims. to picked up 
some elinical knowledge whilst 
studying his patients. Tt would aj 
pear that all that is required. is 
Knowledge of symptoms, and a con- 
siderable Knowledge of the terms 
‘used by the alchemists of old. Well 
Known substances are described by 
names which are no longer in general 
use, though why one should not con- 
sider this as part of a mystic stock- 
instrade one is not permitted to. ask. 

It fs somewhat tiresome to read the 
repeated suggestion that the medical 
profession can by their prejudice hold 
down the science of Homoeopathy 
since, if readers of books such as this, 
would pause to think, they would 
realize that nothing could prevent the 
‘wide spread of this science were its 
triumphs as regular as its advocate 
presupposes. A public which flies, 
‘motors, and uses all kinds of modern 
inventions, s hardly likely to be so 
adverse to new ideas aS to leave 
Homoeopathic hospitals in their pre- 
‘sent insignificance merely to appease 
professional feelings with whieh, 
‘after all, they are not much con: 
corned. ‘Again, It is curious the 
‘Where orthodox medicine 1s in accor- 
dance with Homoeopathic. principles 
the ‘methods receive greater con 
demnation {rom Homocopaths than 1s 
displayed towards allopathic drugs. 

‘Smallpox vaccination, vaccines and 
sera which are based ‘on the body’ 
reaction to similar stimuli would, one 

~ would imagine, appeal to the Homovo- 
paths, but on’ the contrary thoy are 
anathema, and in the ease of smallpox 
vaceination the most absurd deduc- 
Vions as to its result appear, and 
‘cures are wrought by the use of some 
mystic drug, which time. has not 
permitted the reviewer to identity, 
Dut which, exhibited in conjunction 
with other drugs too numerous to 
‘mention, will aid in the cure of these 
after effocts, which range from cancer 
to heart disease. How it comes about 
‘that tie millions of persons who have 
‘been vaccinated stilt continue to in- 
habit the earth, the author does not 
reveal. 

‘One cannot help being a trite 

smusert at a case quoted, of a man in 

whom cardiac disease was apparently

‘A little further on one 
notes the author stating that an 
appetite for strange substances should 
be encouraged as proving that the 
body demands it. “Apparently only 
when such substances are approved 
by the author! ‘This gentleman, on 
being given 1/10,000,000 of ‘Natrum 
muricticum, (Mir, Barker kindly ex- 
plains that this’ is table salt—one 
imagines he means common salt, 
‘which misguided chemists describe 
Sodium chloride, whereas table salt is 
a mixture of substances) ina pill, 
this minute dose produced perspira- 
tion of a salty nature, and hence a 
cure. Mr. Barker’s depth of know- 
ledge is, T think, sumciently indicated 
by the fact that,he does not seem to 
hhave realized (or possibly considers 
‘his readers would ‘not realize) that 
porspiration normally contains salt. 
Tn addition It would be somewhat

Accidents Continue 

Mention of motoring (and the 
facts) compel me to record that 
people were kiled in Great Bri 
last week in trafic accidents. The 
worst week this year was the first 
week in July with 180. During 
‘August and September the weekly 
kill ranged around 160. ‘The week 
before last showed a decline to 144, 
and, with so many people now 
laying up thelr cars for the winter, 
still better results were hoped for 
last week. 

In the 32 weeks, from March 11, 
when publication of accident returns 
first began, down to October 20, no 
fewer than 4512 road deaths were 
recorded. These are the casualties 
of a very respectable war. It seem: 
fa little “unjust that when, at long 
intervals, a railway accident occurs, 
in which half-a-dozen people are 
pilled, it is “splashed” across all the 
Principal news pages, with special 
photographs and interviews, and an 
Oficial inquiry afterwards. But 
‘many papers merely publish the 
returns of road disasters, without 
comment and the figures are for- 
gotten 24 hours after issue. 

Tt is to be emphasized that never 
has the publicity campaign in favour 
of safe driving been so strenuously 
pressed as in the past few 
and never has a Minister of ‘Tra 
port "been $0" fertile in. regulations 
and safety devices as Mr. Hore 
Bolisha.
